(^Rumania: A nine-day hiatus in Soviet press 
attacks on Rumania was broken by a Pravda article 
on 4 September expressing anew Moscow's dissatisfac- 
tion with Bucharest's criticism of the Warsaw Five. 
The Pravda article follows the return to Moscow on 
2 September of the Soviet ambassador to Rumania. He 
is not known to have been in Moscow since before the 
Czechoslovak invasion and his talks with Rumanian 
leader Ceaus escu on 25 August. In contrast to this 
development | 
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Soviet ground units had been moved into Bulgaria. 
The exercise of Bulgarian forces in the northeastern 
part of the country continues and Yugoslav and Ru- 
manian armed forces remain in a state of alert. 
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
